“WARRANT FOR ANNUAL 
TOWN MEETING. 


TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 19, 1907. 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 


BARNSTABLE, SS. To either of the Constables of the Town 
of Falmouth, GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you 
are directed to notify and summon the inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth, qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town 
Hall, on Tuesday, the nineteenth day of February, next, at nine, 
o’clock in the forenoon, for the purpose of acting on the following 
articles, to wit: 

1st. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 

2d. To see if the town will vote to employ a stenographer 
to take minutes of the doings of this meeting. 

8d. To elect the following named officers all on one ballot 
ander the Australian ballot system as adopted by the town, viz.: 

One Town Clerk for one year. 
One Town Treasurer for one year. 
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One Selectman for three years. 

One Assessor for three years. 

One Overseer of Poor for three years. 

One Water Commissioner for three years. 

Two members of School Committee for three years. 

One member of School Committee for one year. 

One Trustee Public Library for three years. 

One member of Inland Fisheries Committee for 3 years. 

One member of Inland Fisheries Committee for 2 years. 

One member Board of Health for three years. 7 

One Highway Surveyor for one year. 

One Tree Warden for one year. 

One Tax Collector for one year. 

Three Auditors for one year. 

Eight Constables for one year. 

Three members of Herring Committee for one year. 

One Park Commissioner for three years. 

Whose terms of office shall begin after the expira- 
tion of the terms of town officers chosen at previous 
annual town meetings. 

Also, Yes or No to the question: “Shall License be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town for the year ensuing?” 

4th. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

6th. To see if the town will vote to restrain horses, neat 
cattle and swine from running at large within the limits of the 
town the year ensuing.

To see what method the town will adopt to suppress 
the illegal keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to prevent 
gambling and malicious mischief. 

12th. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the observance of Memorial Day. 


13th. To hear reports of Committees and act thereon. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money for the improvement of Good Will Park to be expended 
under the direction of the Commissioners of Public Reservations. 


15th. To see if the town’ will vote to appoint agents for the 
care of the town cemeteries. 


To see if the town will appropriate a sum of money 
for the destruction of caterpillars along the sides of the highways, 
to be expended under the direction of the Tree Warden.

24th. To see if the town will vote to purchase the wharf 
property at North Falmouth (Megansett, so called) for the pur- 
pose of landing shells or other material; on petition of Highway 
Surveyor. 


25th. To see if the town will vote to reappropriate the sum 
of $710.95 for shells, being the unexpended portion of $3,000.00 
voted at the last annual meeting; on petition of Highway Sur- 
veyor. 

26th. To see if the town will vote to build retaining wall on 
east side of Main street at Teaticket postoffice and appropriate 
$1.00 for the same; on petition of Highway Surveyor. 

27th. To see if the town will reappropriate the balance left 
on bridges in 1906, and appropriate $2,000 additional for the 
purpose of building stdne abutments to Menauhant bridge, so - 
called; on petition of N. 8. Ellis and others. 

28th. To see if the town will discontinue as a public way a 
portion of a road in Woods Hole, as follows: Commencing at a 
point on the Oyster Pond road, so called, and the junction of the 
road leading to the east culvert under the New York. ‘ew Haven 
& Hartford R. R., and continuing through the culvert under the 
railroad to the junction of the division line between the property 
of the heirs of John M. Glidden or the heirs of George W. Dove, 
and the heirs of Joseph S. Fay, and to take any and ‘all action 
that may be necessary to discontinue this portion of the road, or 
any part thereof, as a public highway; on petition of H. H. Fay 
and others. 

29th. To see if the town will accept a certain tract of land 
bordering on Grews pond as an addition to Good Will park, to

Annual Town Meeting, Feb. 19, 1907. 


The meeting was called to order at 9 a.m. by the Town ~ 
Clerk, who proceeded with the reading of the warrant, after which 
proceeded to the election of a moderator. by ballot, using the 
check list. 

Timothy }. Hamblin, Willoughby S. Parker and Theodore 
M. Davis were duly sworn by the Town Clerk to take care of the 
check list, and balloting commenced for Moderator at 9.15 a. m. 
‘On motion, at 10.15 a. m., the polls were closed, the ballots 
counted and the following declamation was made— 

Article 1. The whole number of ballots cast was three 
hundred and fifty-one (351). 
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Samuel H. Wilmore had thirteen (13), Lewis G. Parke had 
eighty-six (86), Seba A. Holton had two hundred -and fifty-two 
(252) and said Holton was declared elected and assumed siti 
of the meeting. 

The following Election Officers were appointed and sworn by 
the Moderator:—Willoughby S. Parker, Timothy P. Hamblin, 
Fred K. Swift, Barzillai F. Luce, Theodore M. Davis, Patrick F. 
Powers, Rawson C. Jenkins; Constables Herbert H. Lawrence, 
George E. Noyes; Tellers Oliver M. Lawrence, Samuel H. Wil- 
more, Freeman B. Hall, George W. Swift. 

Art. 2. Voted, to employ a stenoprapher during this meet- 
ing. 

Voted, that the moderator appoint the same and Arthur T. 
Lovell was appointed. 

Voted, that when this meeting adjourns it be to nine o’clock 
‘Wednesday morning and that each day during this meeting it 
meet at nine o’clock a.m. and adjourn at four o’clock p. m., with 
the usual hour of intermission from 12 m. to 1 p. m. for dinner. 

The hour of eleven o’clock having arrived, it being the hour 
appointed for the election of officers, the ballots were delivered to 
- the proper officials and receipt therefor taken, the check lists 
delivered to the ballot clerks, the ballot box opened and indicator 
registering 000, locked and key given Officer Noyes. 

The polls were then declared open for the election of officers 
to be elected by ballot. The polls were kept open until four 
o'clock and fifty minutes p. m.° 

The whole number of ballots cast was six hundred and twen- 
ty-four, ten of which were cast by women for School Committee, 
and were for the following named persons, viz:— 

Art. & For Town Clerk, Benjamin R. Gifford had 176 
votes, William H. Hewins had 413 votes, and said Hewins was 
elected. 

For Town Treasurer, Benjamin R. Gifford had 179 votes, 
William H. Hewins had 411 votes, and said Hewins was elected. 

For Selectman, 3 years, Charles A. Bailey had 266 votes, 
Edwin F. Lawrence had 828 votes, and said Lawrence was elected. 

For Assessor, 3 years, Charles A. Bailey had 272 votes, 
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Edwin F. Lawrence had 324 votes, and said Lawrence was elected. 

For Overseer of the Poor, 3 years, Joseph D. Winslow had 
496 votes, and was elected. 

For Water Commissioner, 3 years, Asa L. Pattee had 259 
votes, John H. Crocker had 887 votes, and said Crocker was 
elected. 

For School Committee, 3 years, T. Lawrence Swift ‘iil 262 
votes, Elam Henderson had 346 votes, Charles S. Burgess had 870 
votes, and said Burgess and Henderson were elected. 

For School Committee, 1 year, Franklin L. Gifford had 469 
votes, and was elected. 

For Trustee of Public Library, 3 years, Seba A. Holton had 
530 votes, and was elected. 

For Committee on Inland Fisheries, Webster L. Draper, 2 
years, had 358 votes; George Channing Clark, 3 years, had 4 
votes. The above office was abolished by vote of the town. 

For Board of Health, 3 years. George Channing Clark had 
53 votes, Ellis M. Lewis had 82 votes, James M. Watson had 445 
votes, and said Watson was elected. 

For Highway Surveyor, 1 year, Nathan S. Ellis had 270 votes, 
Thomas B. Landers had 333 ‘votes, and said Landers. was elected. . 

For Tree Warden, 1 year, William B. Bosworth had 496 
votes and was elected. 

For Tax Collector, Thomas C. Cahoon had 258 votes, John 
A. Tobey had 330 votes, and said Tobey was eleted. 

For Auditors, William E. Davis had 385 votes, Henry H. 
Fay had 447 votes, Charles A. Robinson had 289 votes, George 
N. Tobey had 311 votes, and the said Davis, Fay and Tobey were 
elected. ; 

For Constables, eight to be elected, *David H. Bowman had 
845 votes, *Edwin L. Bowman had 252 votes, *Levi C. Chase had 
351 votes, *Jonathan H. Jones had 279 votes, *Herbert H. Law- 
rence had 362 votes, *George E. Noyes had 310 votes, *Russell S. 
Nye had 325 votes, *Harry W. Turner had 284 votes, John 
Andrew Davis had 244 votes, Edward E. Pierce had 148 votes, 
Battalma G. Robbins had 77 votes, Fred F. Ross had 118 votes, 
Henry W. F. Scannell had 47 votes. * denotes those elected. 
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For Herring’ Committee, *William P. Dimmick had 263 
votes, *Thomas R. Nye had 342 votes, *Nehemiah A. Smalley had 
313 votes, James K. Fish had 231 votes, Nehemiah B. Robbins 
had 122 votes. * denotes those elected.

Voted, unanimously, that the Treasurer be author- 
ized to hire money in anticipation of the taxes of the current year 
and to issue notes of the town therefor, said notes to be approved 
by the Selectmen and the amount to be borrowed, not to exceed 
the amount to be raised by taxation. ; 

Art. 10. Voted, to accept the list of jurors as prepared by 
the Selectmen. 

Art. 11. Intoxicating liquors, gambling and malicious mis- 
chief; $500 appropriated. Voted, the same regulations as last 
year, viz.: That five hundred dollars ($500) be raised and appro- 
priated for the suppression of the keeping and sale of intoxicating 
drinks and to prevent gambling. Voted, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200) to prevent malicious mis- 
chief, to be-expended at the discretion of the Selectmen. 

Art. 12. Voted, to appropriate two hundred ae fifty dalle 
($250) for celebrating Memorial Day. 

Art. 183. - Voted, that the reports of the various committees 
and officers be accepted as printed in the town report. The 
Selectmen were granted further time in which to report on a site 
for a hose house in Woods Hole. 

Art. 14. Voted, to appropriate three hundred dollars (#300) 
for Good Will park, to be expended under the direction of the 
Commissioners of Public Reservations. 

Art. 15, Town cemeteries. Agents appointed, Solomon D. 
Robinson and William W. Eldredge. 

Art. 16. - Voted, to appropriate six hundred dollars (#600) 
for Tree Warden, and five hundred dollars ($500) for destruction 
of brown-tail and gypsy moths.

Water Commissioners’ Report. 


The water commissioners herewith submit their sixth annual 
report. 

The organization of the board was the same as during the 
preceding year. 

During the year certain minor extensions of the system have 
been made, the cost of which has been well within the appropria- 
tion. . 

Repairs have been made at the pumping station. One boiler 
has been fitted with new tubes. A hot well has been installed, 
and the pumps have been thoroughly,overhauled and put in order. 

Since September sixteenth, the station has been in charge of 
George T. Dunham as engineer. His work has given entire satis- 
faction to the commissioners. 

The Quissett stand pipe has been repaired and painted. 

During the summer the attention of the commissioners was 
called to the practice of certain persons in bathing in Long pond, 
and of others who drove animals into the water or allowed them 
to enter it. A notice was posted forbidding these practices, and 
an officer employed to patrol the shores for a time. 

Forty-six new services have been added during the year. 

The treasurer’s report will show an increase of income over 
the preceding year. 

All the bills assessed upon individuals last July. or in any 
preceding year, have been settled, so we have no list of delinquent 
water-takers. . 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that an eight inch pipe be laid from the pres- 
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ent terminus near the Craig House, through Belleview. Gertrude. 
and Grand avenues to a point near the Vineyard Sound House. 

We recommend that action be taken to enable the commis- 
sioners to relocate the mains as may be necessary on account of 
the closing Clinton avenue, and that an appropriation be made for 
that purpose. 

We recommend the following improvements at the pumping 
station:— . 

First, an additional intake pipe, to enable the pumps to 
run independently of each other. 

Second, an auxiliary engine, to be used in cause of accident to 
the pumps now in use. 

Third, a shed for storing a year’s supply of coal, so that we 
may be able to take advantage of the lowest prices and guard 
against shortage of fuel in case of scarcity in the market.

REPORT ON THE PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE 
WATER SYSTEM TO NORTH FALMOUTH. 


Pursuant to vote of the town, we have made an investigation 
of the probable expense of extending the water system to North 
Falmouth, including the purchase of the plants now in operation 
at Megansett; and the probable income to be derived from such 
extension, and submit the following report: _ 

We opened negotiations with Messrs. Sprague and Paine, 
the owners of the present systems at Megansett, and found these 
- gentlemen willing to dispose of their property, chiefly on the 
ground that fire-protection is needed in their part of the town. 

Mr. Sprague thought his plant.was worth $12,000, but would 
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leave matter of price to disinterested parties. The income from 
his plant is about $1,000 per annum. 

Mr. Paine asks $6,000 for his plant with an income of $350. 

We employed Louis E. Hawes, civil engineer, to make sur- 
veys and give an estimate of the cost of extending the main to a 
point near the house of Geo. E. Teele, of connecting this main 
with the systems at Megansett, of making improvements in ex- 
isting plants necessary to furnish fire-protection and to make addi- 
tions to our present pumping and storage facilities which the 
proposed extension would make necessary. 

We also made a careful canvass to ascertain what income 
might be expected between the present terminus at West Fal- 
mouth and the house of Mr. Teele. The entire sum pledged 
was $224. 


The cost of extending the main from the present. ter- 


minus to Mr. Teele’s is estimated at $31,660 93 

Of connecting this with the mains at Megansett, 3,037 58 

Of new standpipe, 14,207 00 
$48,905 51 

Add cost of Sprague & Paine plants, 18,000 00 
Total cost, $66,905 51 


This would give no fire-protection to Megansett and would 
not be satisfactory to the people in that part of the town. 


To make the extension and improve the present system 


so as to give this protection would cost, $45,836 14 
New standpipe, 14,207 00 
Cost of present plants, 18,000 00 
Total, $78,043 14 


The new standpipe would be necessary in either case. 

Certain additions would have to be made to the equipment at 
the pumping station costing, as estimated, $6,043.48, but as a 
portion of this will have to be expended, in the near future, in 
any event, we have not included it in the preceding estimates; but 
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@ we think it fair to say that the proposed extension would cost at 
least $80,000.

This is less than 2% on the probable outlay.

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Auditors’ Report, 1907. 


_ The auditors chosen at the last annual town meeting respect- 
fully submit the following report and recommendations. * 


The auditors after being duly sworn met on March 9, 1907 
and organized by the election of H. H. Fay, chairman; W. E. 
Davis, clerk. 


Your auditors while not seeking to find fault, believe it their 
duty to call the attention of the voters to such matters as in their - 
judgment require correction. 


Your auditors have examined the books and accounts of the 
various town officers and find them generally well kept, but your 
auditors are not authorized to make up accounts for any officer or 
board, nor do they consider this a part of their duty. 


Your auditors recommend that all officers or boards compare 
their accounts with the books of the selectmen once a month, as 
errors are less likely to occur and the work. of auditing is simpli- 
fied. (See auditors’ report of 1904.) 


A few vouchers should have been more fully itemized as re- 
quired by standing votes, article 2, section 2, and attention has 
been called to this. 


The system of book-keeping in all departments is very simple 
and comprehensive, but your auditors believe a little improvement 
can be made in the tax collector’s account and therefore recom- 
mend that the town provide him with the proper books for this 
purpose. The tax collector’s warrant, books and accounts belong 
to the town and by statute the town should furnish him with 
these books of account. 
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. Your auditors, after consulting the tax collector and with his . 
assent, recommend that the tax collector have but one year in 
which to collect the taxes, instead of two years as has been the 
custom, but abatements shall be allowed him by the selectmen to 
and including December 15 of the year of settlement, and that the 
tax collector shall pay to the town treasurer all money remaining 
in his possession December 31 of each year. 

Standing Rules, Article 4, Section 1, require payments to be 
made ‘ton or before the 10th day of each month.” 

If the town should adopt this recommendation, the tax col- 
lector would close his 1908 tax accounts on December 31st, 1909, 
and abatements would be allowed him up to and including 
December 15th of the year 1909. 


- Your auditors wish it distinctly understood that in making 
the above recommendation, they do not wish to imply in any 
manner that the books of the tax collector are not correctly kept, 
or the affairs of his office honestly administered. 


Your auditors wish to call to your attention that some salaries 
are not fixed by vote, and recommend that at the annual town 
meeting the compensation attached to each office (except those 
fixed by statue) should be definitely voted. 

Usually at town meeting after voting a few salaries. a vote 
has been passed that other salaries shall be the “same as last 
year,” and this custom can undoubtedly. be continued if the 
salaries are once voted by the town. It would then only be 
necessary to add year by year, such new offices as may be created 
by the town, or legislature, but every year an article should be 
placed in the town warrant:—“To determine the salaries of town 
officers.” 


It has grown to be the habit of the town to allow the com- 
pensation of some of these officers to be fixed by custom, or by 
the selectmen, and it is to rectify this that “your auditors make 
the above recommendation. — 

By Revised Laws, Chap. 25, Sect. 95, it is provided that town 
officers shall receive such compensation as the town may ae 
unless otherwise provided by statute. 
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In accordance with the foregoing, the town clerk, treasurer, 
selectmen, overseers of the poor, board of health, trustees of the 
public library, water commissioners, collector of taxes, highway sur- 
veyor, auditors, herring committee, constables, keepers of the public 
wells and the watch may be compensated, the amount of the salary 
in each case being entirely within the discretion of the town. 


Assessors.—Receive a compensation of #250 per day for 
every whole day, and the town may add to that compensation by 
vote. 


Tree Warden and Deputy Tree Wardens.—Receive a com- 
pensation determined by the town; in default of this the 
selectmen determine the compensation. 


Compensation Fixed by Statute.—Sealer of weights and 
measures, surveyors of lumber, public weighers, fence viewers, field 
drivers. 


Compensation Fixed by the Selectmen.—Surveyors of wood, 
harbor master, keepers of lock-ups, registrars of voters. 


Compensation Fixed by the School Committee:— 7ruant officer. 


Another custom of your town, your auditors wish to call 
to your attention, is allowing special committees to fix their own 
compensation and to make such expenditures as they see fit with- 
out a special appropriation being made for this purpose. 


The selectmen’s report of 1904 says:—‘Jt has become the cus- 
tom of the town, of recent years, to place the authority of disbursing 
large amounts of money in other hands than those of the selectmen, so 
that an account of these expenditures does not lay with this board. 


The wisdom of this may be questioned, although the town seems satis- 
fied with this method.” 


The selectmen (whose compensation covers all their duties) 
are generally.the best representatives of the town, but when the 
town appoints a special committee, a vote should be passed nam- 
ing the compensation, and also appropriating a sum of money for 
the expenses of the committee. 


In case of the selectmen acting as a committee their com- 
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pensation is already provided for, and their expenses are paid 
from funds appropriated by the town. 


Your auditors therefore recommend the addition to Article 2 
of the Standing Vote, a new section 3 and renumbering the fol- 
lowing sections of the article. 

New Section 3.—At any town meeting when a special com- 
mittee is elected, a vote shall be passed naming the compensation 
of the committee and also a sum of money for the expenses of the 
committee, otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the 
town treasurer for either services or expenses. 


At the last annual town meeting it was voted:—“That two 
hundred dollars be appropriated for the purpose of employing expert 
assistance in preparing the next annual town report; the expert to be 
employed by the selectmen and auditors jointly.” 

The joint board appointed H. H. Fay to select: this expert. 

An expert statistician was selected but failed to render the 
necessary assistance, therefore on request of the committee the 
ten-year table of comparisons in the town report was compiled by 
Selectman Lawrence and Treasurer Hewins, to whom the town is 
indebted for this gratuitous service. 


In closing their report the auditors wish to thank the officers 
of the town for their courtesy, and assistance so cheerfully ren- 
dered by them.

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~ Selectmen’s Report. 


Annual report of the selectmen of the town of Falmouth for 
the year 1907. 

In submitting this annual report for the year 1907, the select- 
men would call your attention to the following:—At the annual 
meeting it was voted to sell the catch of herring from one or more 
of its rivers. By a joint vote of the selectmen and herring com- 
mittee, it was decided to sell the catch from all the rivers, which 
was done and the amount of nine hundred dollars received from 
the sale. 

Your attention is also called to the following in regard to an 
addition to Good Will park as a present from Henry H. and Sarah 
B. Fay. In offering the land to the town they make but two con- 
ditions. One is that the town should acquire the rest of the land 
bordering on Grews pond which is bounded by their land and the 
road leading’ to the Falmouth water works, to the town property 
and thence by Grews pond to their land. The other condition is 
that the town should agree to maintain forever and replace in case 
of destruction, a bronze tablet which will be furnished by them. 
The tablet to be erected in a simple manner on the land at some 
point to be designated by them, and to have an inscription similar 
to the following —‘In 1660 this land was set off in the original 
settlement to John Jenkins and held by his descendants until 
1905 when it was deeded by E. W. Jenkins to Henry H. Fay 
and Sarah B. Fay and given by them, for park purposes, to the 
town of Falmouth.” 

In addition to this, Mr. Henry H. Fay intends to present the 
town with the land he acquired from the estate of James H. Jones 
with the same conditions, with a simple tablet something like this: 
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‘Presented by Henry H. Fay to the town of Falmouth for park 
purposes.” 

As Good Will park i is held by the trustees of public reserva- 
tions, they would require the portion which the town takes from 
the Swift heirs, bordering on Grews pond, to be conveyed to the 
trustees aforesaid, so they might hold the entire tract, and the 
conveyance by them of their land would be made to the trustees 
aforesaid, as would the land he proposed to give the town as 
an individual. 

An order was received from the inspector of public buildings 
calling for certain alterations in the exits from the gallery of the 
town hall, which is being carried out. 

A petition has been received from Mrs. A. M. Bryant, asking 
the town to accept the private way laid out in 1896 from the 
Menauhant hotel entirely to her land, as a public way. As Mrs. 
Bryant is a large taxpayer and has kept the way in repair since 
being built, we would recommend its acceptance by the town. 

We desire also to call the voters’ attention to the suits which 
have been brought against the town by Mrs. Elizabeth Sullivan 
and Miss Annie Whalen of Boston to recover damages for injuries 
received at Falmouth Heights last summer. The injuries com- 
plained of and for which they seek to hold the town liable were 
occasioned by their coming in contact with a rope while riding in 
an automobile on Grand avenue so called. This rope was used as 
a guy rope in erecting a flag pole upon a small plot known as 
Allen park. The work was being done by or under the super- 
vision of the park commissioners. Upon receipt of the statutory 
notice the matter was referred to counsel with the request that an 
opinion as to the town’s liability be given them. We are advised 
by counsel that the question of liability is close and that it is by 
no means certain that the town is legally responsible’ for the 
accident. There has been some talk between counsel regarding 
a basis of settlement, but we have not felt that this was a matter 
which we should settle before it first being referred to the town. 
Each suit is for five thousand dollars. As far as we can learn 
neither party received injuries of a serious nature. We therefore 
submit this to the voters and request that specific instructions be 
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given regarding future action in these cases or that the selectmen 
of the town be given authority to take such action in the premises: 
as they may deem to be for the best interests of the town.

Reparrs.—Little pond river has undergone some: needed 
repairs. At West Falmouth very little has been done. At 
Coonamessett river we have put in a new flume at the head of the 
river where one has been needed for many years. It is said to be 
a great improvement. Also a new flume at the factory dam on 
the same river.

Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding five hundred dollars, as may be deposited | 
with its treasurer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of 
the public statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1884, for the 
perpetual care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a 
board of investment consisting of the town treasurer and select- 
men and will allow interest for the same from the first day of 
January and July succeeding such deposits.

To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Gentlemen:—The board of fire engineers herewith submit the 
fourth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1907. 
The department is practically the same as last year. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and eleven men belong to the department, one 
. chief, seven assistant engineers and one hundred and three call 
men. There are eight well organized companies and one hook 
and ladder company. 
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APPARATUS. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows:— 
Eight hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
twenty-four chemical fire extinguishers. 


LOCATION OF APPARATUS. 


No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town, reel and ten 
men. 

No. 2, kept in stable at P. F. Powers’ on Shore street, reel 
and ten men. 

No. 3, Hose house, opposite Depot avenue, owned by town, 
reel and eleven men. 

No. 4, Hose house, Quissett, owned by town, reel and ten 
men. 

No. 5, Hose house, Woods Hole, reel and twenty men. 

No. 6, Hose house, West Falmouth, reel and ten men. 

No. 7, Hose house, Falmouth Heights, reel and ten men. 
_ No. 8, Hose house, at stable of Mrs. Sylvanus Green, East 
Falmouth, reel and ten men. 

The chemical engine is kept at the Hose house, West Fal- 
mouth. The chemical fire extinguishers are now located at the 
residences in Waquoit village. 


FIRE ALARM. 


The Gamewell fire alarm system with bell in tower of town

November 13, stable of Dr. T. C. Peebles, Shore street, Fal- 
mouth village. Stable was saved with slight damage. Much 
credit is due the-firemen for their prompt action at this fire.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time. appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such 
adjourned meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned meet- 
ing. Full notice of every special town meeting, including a copy 
of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to: every 
legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date of such 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, .Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. - Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

_ Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 332 and 
333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall be 
published in the town report annually. The report shall contain 
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the reports of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list of the 
appropriations for the past year and those recommended for the 
coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the annual 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 
Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two weeks 
before any special town meeting, the last publication to be during 
the week previous to such meeting, all committee recommendations 
and estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon which 
action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 1.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, 
Sec. 11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the pitbetinen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands 
and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for their payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, showing in de- 
tail the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for 
which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
‘cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, for 
final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and scrip’ of 
the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the water 
commissioners, all coal. The various boards and committees 
shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required by 
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the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds -to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful 
performance of his contract. 4 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town bee take such action as 
seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain:— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year 
and recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

A_ report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the 
. report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year 
the length and width, cost of construction and amount of land 
damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
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meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corporation 
during the municipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the amount of 
the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

A full’statement of all taxes abated during the year, with the 
names of the tax payer and the amount of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has 
been remitted. 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature accepted by 
the town. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


ARTICLE 111.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

_ Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the Tth day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report - 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said report 
to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, in each 
year; the list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due and 
unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


ARTICLE Iv.— Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 10th day of each month, (unless 
otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the town treasurer all sums 
exceeding $10.00 collected by them previous to that date to the 
custody of which the treasurer is entitled. 
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Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the pres- 
ence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, notes, 
script and other evedence of indebtedness of the town which have 
been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and receipted 
accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of the town 
which have been paid, unless the performance of these duties are 
otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
42) ° 


ARTICLE v.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and Octo- 
ber, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial year, 
finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may not be 
hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE vi.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except in 
the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, and 
it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before the 
close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, bills 
and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for the 
year on December 31, no orders for the payment of money from 
the various departments shall be approved by the selectmen, 
except for salaries, nor shall any orders (except for salaries) be 
paid by the town treasurer until after the various appropriations 
have been made at the next annual town meeting. 

Sect. 8. Voted that -No member of the board- of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town for 
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labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or money. And no town officer, nor any member of a_ board 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall contract 
or have any interest in a contract with the town; except in the 
case of publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws 
Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 

‘poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 

urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or commitees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the contract 

, Shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always being 
given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation are 
equal.
